By a v o te o f 70-29 with 27 a bstentio ns 
the so cia l a ffa irs co mmittee Frida y 
night reco mmended to the Genera l 
Assembly a n Ara b-a nd Co mmunist- 
ba cked reso lutio n a sserting tha t the 
a ssembly “ determines tha t Zio nism is 
a 
fo rm 
o f 
ra cism 
a nd 
ra cia l 
discrimina tio n.” 
Zio nism is the mo v ement fo r a 
J ewish na tio na l ho mela nd in Pa lestine 
— a ho mela nd tha t ca me into ex istence 
with the crea tio n o f Isra el a ga inst 
Ara b o ppo sitio n. 
Isra el co ndemned the reso lutio n, 
sa y ing 
in 
a 
Fo reign 
Ministry 
sta tement relea sed in J erusa lem tha t 
it wa s “ a ga inst the ba sic right to 
na tio nho o d o f the J ewish peo ple.” The 
sta tement sa id the reso lutio n wa s a 
“ clea r ex pressio n o f ra cism,” a nd it 
co ndemned the “ sta tes who wo rked 
a nd v o ted fo r it.” 


Frida y ’s U.N. a ctio n wa s the first 
ma jo r cla sh o f the a utumn a ssembly 
sessio n between suppo rters o f the Ara b 
na tio ns a nd o f Isra el. 
The 
Pa lestine 
Libera tio n 
Or­ 
ga niza tio n ha s cla imed credit fo r the 
reso lutio n, which wa s co spo nso red by 
the 20 Ara b U.N. members, Cuba , the 
Ukra ine, Da ho mey , Guinea a nd 
Afgha nista n. 
Diplo ma ts sa id the Ara bs rega rded 
the mea sure a s co mpensa tio n fo r 
giv ing up a t lea st tempo ra rily o n a n 
ea rlier ca mpa ign to o ust Isra el fro m 
the a ssembly . 
U.S. delega tes Leo na rd Ga rment 
to ld the co mmittee befo re it v o ted tha t 
“ Under the guise o f a pro gra m to 
elimina te ra cism the United Na tio ns is 
a t the po int o f o fficia lly endo rsing a nti- 
Semitism, o ne o f the o ldest a nd mo st 
v irulent fo rms o f ra cism kno wn to 
huma n histo ry ... this is a n o bscene 
a ct.” 
“ Pro test is no t eno ugh,” sa id 
Ga rment, who wa s co unsel to fo rmer 
President Richa rd M. Nix o n. “ In 
fa irness to o urselv es, we must a lso 
issue a wa rning. This reso lutio n pla ces 
the wo rk o f the United Na tio ns in 
jeo pa rdy .”

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Condemnation 
O f Zionism 
U.N. Biasted 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - A 
U.N. full membership committee has 
declared Zionism a form of racial dis­ 
crimination, an action which the 
United States warned “places the work 
of the United Nations in jeopardy.” 
By a vote of 70-29 with 27 abstentions 
the social affairs committee Friday 
night recommended to the General 
Assembly an Arab-and Communist- 
backed resolution asserting that the 
assembly “determines that Zionism is 
a 
form of 
racism 
and 
racial 
discrimination.” 
Zionism is the movement for a 
Jewish national homeland in Palestine 
— a homeland that came into existence 
with the creation of Israel against 
Arab opposition. 
Israel condemned the resolution, 
saying 
in 
a 
Foreign 
Ministry 
statement released in Jerusalem that 
it was “against the basic right to 
nationhood of the Jewish people.” The 
statement said the resolution was a 
“clear expression of racism,” and it 
condemned the “states who worked 
and voted for it.” 
Friday’s U.N. action was the first 
major clash of the autumn assembly 
session between supporters of the Arab 
nations and of Israel. 
The 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Or­ 
ganization has claimed credit for the 
resolution, which was cosponsored by 
the 20 Arab U.N. members, Cuba, the 
Ukraine, Dahomey, Guinea and 
Afghanistan. 
Diplomats said the Arabs regarded 
the measure as compensation for 
giving up at least temporarily on an 
earlier campaign to oust Israel from 
the assembly. 
U.S. delegates Leonard Garment 
told the committee before it voted that 
“Under the guise of a program to 
eliminate racism the United Nations is 
at the point of officially endorsing anti- 
Semitism, one of the oldest and most 
virulent forms of racism known to 
human history ... this is an obscene 
act.” 
“ Protest is not enough,” said 
Garment, who was counsel to former 
President Richard M. Nixon. “In 
fairness to ourselves, we must also 
issue a warning. This resolution places 
the work of the United Nations in 
jeopardy.” 
American U.N. Ambassador Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan told a later news 
conference that “Never before has the 
United States” voiced such a warning 
in the world organization. 
He said the resolution "places rn 
jeopardy American participation” in 
the U.N. program against racism, 
which started in 1973. And that is only

Fights Death 
From Cancer 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — linda 
Hardy looks for one more Christmas to 
celebrate with her children as she is 
treated for terminal cancer. 
“My one goal is to see another 
Christmas, ifs the most beautiful time 
of the year. I want to buy lots of 
presents for my kids,” said Mrs. 
Hardy during an interview earlier this 
year. 
This week her surgeon said that 
“We’ve been buying time for three or 
four years which is pretty good. 
Whether you can buy time for another 
two or three years, I don’t know.” 
The physician who has applied 
chemotherapy says that “keeping the 
tumor under control is the primary 
object at this particular time.” 
Life is looking up for Mrs. Hardy, 33, 
who received national attention in 
March when she was hospitalized for a 
fourth operation to curb the cancer. 
She was seeking a family to care for 
her children—Sheri, 13; Joey, ll, and 
Amber, 7— should she die. Her 
husband deserted the family five years 
ago, but she remarried a lifelong 
friend this month. 
Her plea was answered by hundreds 
of letters to the hospital, her home and 
doctor. A trust fund for her children— 
with nearly $8,000 now—was set up for 
donations, her attorney said. 
Mrs. Hardy, who has largely avoided 
talking to reporters, has tentatively 
determined who will take her children 
if she dies, the attorney says. The three 
children spent part of the summer in 
California with a prospective family. 
However, her attorneys, who admit to 
losing contact with Mrs. Hardy 
periodically, are uncertain whether 
the children will remain with the new 
father if she dies.

'Crime City' Cutting Into Problem 


OCEANSIDE, Calif. (AP) - The 
murder rate in this seaside city of 
55,000 equaled New York City’s two 
years ago. Two of every 12 citizens 
were robbed, burglarized, assaulted, 
raped or had their cars stolen. 
Now, the crime rate appears to be 
falling in a big way in this gateway to 
the nation’s biggest Marine base. 
Holdups are down. Prostitutes no 
longer roam the streets in large 
numbers. Residents are venturing 
downtown at night. Merchants, once in 
a rush to leave, are happy to be doing 
business here. 
Getting some of the credit for the 
turn-around is a 41-year-old German 
immigrant named Rolf Henze. He has 
been the acting police chief since 
August, when Ward Ratcliff retired 
under fire. 
Henze’s crime control unit, with 
plainclothes officers riding in un­ 
marked cars, has kept a constant 
watch downtown and made 400 arrests. 
Another IOO suspects were picked up : 
most were Marines turned over to 
military police at nearby Camp 
Pendleton. 


Narcotics sales and street violence 
are down, said Henze. There were six 
or eight strongarm robberies a night in 
downtown Oceanside last summer. 
Now, there are an average of two. 
“The crooks are staying out because it 
isn’t safe for them,” Henze said. 
Also leading the cleanup effort was 
Maj. Gen. Carl Hoffman. He added 
military police, put controversial 
taverns off limits and staggered 
paydays to reduce the sudden impact 
of a $5 million payroll given twice a 
month to Camp Pendleton’s 24,000 men 
and women. 
"The Marines never exercised such 
leadership over the past decade than 
they have in the last five weeks,” says 
David R. Laurent, executive director 
of the Oceanside Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
“Washington has given Gen. Hoff­ 
man the green light and tough 
measures are being taken, not only to 
protect Marines from getting hurt or 
robbed but in dealing with those in the 
wrong.” 
Laurent said that 15 to 20 small 
businessess pulled up and left town 


during a year of “bad crime publicity 
and bad crime statistics.” Now, he 
said the trend appears to be reversing 
itself. 
Despite the crackdown, Henze said 
“at least 35 per cent of those arrested 
are still Marines.” 
Camp Pendleton has been under 
civilian pressure to keep the young 
leathernecks out of Oceanside. 
There were 195 Marines booked in 
city jail in the first seven months of 
1975 compared to 156 in the same 
period last year. Rapes increased from 
7 to 21, and burglaries blamed on 
Marines went from 15 to 34. 
The Armed Services YMCA was 
ordered out of a downtown, city-owned 
building because of loitering Marines 
and at one point this summer, Mayor 
Howard Richardson told a Defense 
Department investigator, “I’d like you 
to move Camp Pendleton, move it 
someplace else.” 
The problem has been building for 
years. Eighty-five per cent of Camp 
Pendleton’s leathernecks are 18 to 25, 
an age bracket described by the FBI as 
the most crime prone.

High Court Eyes Conduct Appeal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
Supreme Court will decide whether a 
truck driver expressed an opinion or 
was guilty of disorderly conduct with a 
‘‘totally mouthy” outburst to a 
highway patrolman who stopped him 
for passing a weigh station. 
It agreed Thursday to hear the 
appeal of driver David D. Kuno, 
convicted of disorderly conduct and of 
driving an overweight vehicle on Ohio 
80 in Trumbull County. Both con­ 
victions were upheld by the lith 
District State Court of Appeals. 
However, counsel for the driver 
maintained that his client’s remarks to 
the patrolman, admittedly “crude”, 
were intended for the patrol organ­ 
ization and not a particular individual. 
After being arrested, Kuno’s truck 
was driven on to Girard where it was 
weighed and found to be in excess of 
legal load limits. The patrolman said 
Kuno’s 
remarks 
were 
“totally 
mouthy” , making him feel “ ha­ 
rassed.” 


In his appeal, Kuno said he did not 
pass the weigh station, and that he 
should not be punished for voicing an 
opinion to what he feels is “highly 
questionable detention by a police 
officer.” 
In another case, the Supreme Court 
let stand a lower court injunction 
against use of two allegedly obscene 
books in Strongsville 10th, lith, and 
12th grade English classes—except to 
instruct students whose parents have 
given written consent. 
The books, “ Manchild in the 
Promised Land”, and “One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo’s Nest” were judged ob­ 
scene by Cuyahoga County Common 
Pleas Court in a ruling subsequently 
concurred in by the 8th District State 
Court of Appeals.

Cotton Demand Improving 


WASHINGTON (AP) - World 
demand for cotton continues to im­ 
prove at a time when U.S. producers 
are harvesting their smallest crop in

Foreign 
Agricultural Service estimates that 
world cotton use in 1975-76 will rise 5 
per cent to 60.8 million bales from 58.1 
million last season. 


Textile manufacturers, hard hit by 
economic recession, energy shortages 
and soaring prices, cut cotton use 
sharply last season. The 58.1 million 
bales used were down more than 5.2 
per cent from the record peak of 61.3 
million consumed in 1973-74. 


Although the new estimate would put 
1975-76 cotton use at its second highest 
level, officials warned that the op­ 
timism could fade rapidly if world eco­ 
nomic conditions slump again. 
Meanwhile U.S. cotton producers 
are harvesting 9.1 million bales, based 
on Oct. I surveys, the smallest crop 
since 1967 when the output was 7.5 
million bales. The most since then was 
13.7 million bales in 1972. 


It was apparent early this year that 
the 1975 cotton crop would be reduced 
sharply as farmers cut back on 
plantings and switched to corn, 
soybeans and other commodities 
because of severe market price slumps 
for cotton in 1974. For example, the 
average farm price of cotton dropped 
from a peak of 53.6 cents a pound in 
Aug. 1974 to 32.2 cents in February of 
this year.

Perhaps it’s 
because they haven’t learned the 
sophisticated techniques of covering 
their mouths when they cough, or 
blowing their noses. 
In everything they do, children are 
more open than their elders.

Hits Roadblock

The computer plan was scuttled 
after Congress a week ago approved a

billion 
departm ent 
ap ­ 
propriations bill, but reduced a 
“working capital” fund intended to 
help pay for the computers. 
Joseph R. Wright Jr., assistant 
secretary of agriculture for ad ­ 
ministration, said Thursday that he 
had notified three computer com­ 
panies — final bidders on the contract 
— that the project was canceled. 
Delivery of the computers was to have 
begun in December. 
Identical letters to the companies 
said the cancellations were a result of 
Congress reducing the working capital 
fund. 
Until now, there has been no limit on 
the fund. 
But 
in 
looking over 
Agriculture appropriations, Congress 
fixed an initial lid of $47 million. That 
was cut to $37 million by House-Senate 
conferees, a level officials said is too 


small to begin paying for the new 
computers. 
Wright said on Thursday that the 
limit ordered by Congress will not 
prevent 
individual 
A griculture 
agencies from buying new computers 
to keep pace with rising demands in 
such programs as rural housing and 
timber sales. 


Wright said costs would be “sub­ 
stantially more” than $62 million 
because of the delay and because 
Agriculture cannot now buy new 
computers in a one-shot deal. 
The department began planning a 
centralized computer network several 
years ago, initially to keep track of the 
mountain of information then involved 
in federal farm programs for con­ 
trolling crops.

hearing an explosion the night of the 
fire. 
“I heard a rumble and the building 
shook,” said F ire Chief 
LeRoy 
Brainard of Shelton, Conn. 
Brainard said he was attending an 
officer installation ceremony in Derby, 
which is adjacent to Shelton, when he 
felt the blast from the Sponge Rubber 
Products Co. in Shelton the night of 
March I. 
He said no one was believed to be 
inside the $10 million plant so he or­ 
dered firemen to stay out of the 
flaming building. 
Herbert Rollins of Shelton, a water 
supplier for the plant’s sprinkler 
system, testified that he was in his 
house near the factory when he heard 
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the explosion. He said he saw a large 
glow over the town. 
Rollins said more than three million 
gallons of water from the sprinkler 
system were used on the fire in IO 
hours. 
Leon Talalay, a chemical engineer 
from Woodbridge and a Sponge 
Rubber employe since 1943, testified 
that carbon disulfide, an extremely 
flammable substance, was used at the 
plant to make foam rubber. But he 
added that the chemical was stored in 
a shed near the plant and wasn’t 
ignited. 
Talalay also testified that the Grand 
Sheet Metal Co. took over the plant 
April I, 1974 from the B.F. Goodrich 
Co. under an arrangement in which 
Goodrich owned the building and land 
and Grand Sheet Metal owned the 
business.

Softening of bone due to the ab­ 
sorption of calcium is a frequent oc­ 
currence, especially in women who are 
passing through the m enopause 
(change of life). 
This is thought to be due to an 
inadequate amount of a female sex 
hormone. 
The 
condition, 
known 
as 
osteoporosis, can produce a variety of 
symptoms. For a long time, estrogen 
has been used, both as a preventative 
and for treatment. 
Now, a group of interesting cases 
has been reported that have been 
markedly benefited by the use of 
calcium and fluoride supplements, in 
addition to vitamin D. 
Dr. Jenifer Jowsey, of the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn., has noted 
return of the calcification of the bone 
in patients on this regime. 


The process, known as chemo­ 
nucleolysis, is being tried all over 
America in carefully selected patients. 


The early recognition of deafness 
during infancy is the key to the hope of 
preventing its progress and even of 
producing a cure. 
A great deal of time has often been

Hassan announced the march a few 
hours after the International Court of 
Justice in an advisory, nonbinding 
opinion, said Morocco and Mauritania, 
the Spanish Sahara’s neighbor on the 
east and south, had links to the desert 
territory’s nomadic tribes when Spain 
took it in 1884. 
But the court said it could not 
recognize Moroccan and Mauritanian 
claim s to sovereignty over the 
territory itself, and that it had no 
evidence to invalidate the Spanish and 
Algerian proposal for the colony’s 
80,000 inhabitants to decide their 
future in a referendum. 
The Spanish government viewed the 
ruling as an endorsement of its 
referendum proposal. There was no 
immediate reaction from Algeria or 
Mauritania.

CIJvVELAND (AP)—An official of 
the Israeli embassy says the 200 U.S. 
technicians who will be stationed in the 
Sinai area as part of the peace settle­ 
ment will be “safer than in downtown 
New York City.” 


Moshe Arad, minister-counselor of 
information at the Israeli embassy in 
Washington, said the area where the 
Americans will be stationed is desert­ 
ed and under United Nations control. 


He said Americans will be there at 
the request of both sides and “not as 
advisers to a military force or to one of 
the confronting goverments.” He said 
the United States may withdraw its 
personnel in case of danger. 


Arad, who spoke at a civic club here, 
said the peace settlement between 
Egypt and Israel promises to open a 
new era in the Middle East. Without 
the agreement, he said, “the Middle 
East today would have been on the 
threshold of new military conflict.” 


He said that because the United 
States is a major world power it has an 
interest in the area. But he added that 
Israel “will not ask for any foreign 
soldiers to come to defend our coun­ 
try.”

VASHINGTON (AP) — The CIA was 
spared to pay the Mafia as much as 
0,000 to kill Cuban premier Fidel 
stro at the time of the 1961 Bay of 
;s invasion, according to informed 
estigators.

nu by underworld figures Sam 
ancana and John 
Rosselli, 
who 
reed to undertake the mission for 
e, investigative sources said Thurs- 
y. 
\s a result of the proposal, the CIA 
id out “less than $10,000, perhaps 
is than $5,000” in expense money in 
j scheme to poison Castro, sources 
id. 
rwo sources said Rosselli testified 
rlier this year before the Senate 
telligence Committee that he turned 
wn the money because he felt he was 
rforming a patriotic duty. 
However, one of those sources said 
i was skeptical of Rosselli’s ex- 
essed patriotism, saying Castro’s 


death was “probably worth more than 
$100,000 to him” as a necessary first 
step toward regaining the Mafia’s 
extensive gambling interests in pre- 
Castro Cuba. 
Published reports last summer also 
suggested the Mafia had been told it 
could 
recover 
$750,000 
supposedly 
buried in Cuba at the time of the Castro 
takeover. In addition, the reports said 
the Mafia would have been allowed to 
resume gambling operations under a 
new regime. 
Giancana, a Chicago rackets chief, 
was murdered earlier this year and 
never 
testified 
before 
the 
Senate 
committee. 
Many details of the 1971 plot were 
made public last July by Robert A. 
Maheu, a tonner aide to billionaire 
Howard Hughes. He said he served as 
a liaison between the CIA and the 
Mafia. However, the first hint of how 
much the CIA was willing to pay to 
have Castro killed came on Wednesday 


when Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, a 
member of the Senate intelligence 
panel made a passing reference to “a 
$100,000 hit job on Castro.” 
Reached by phone Thursday in Las 
Vegas, Committee Chairman Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, confirmed that “a 
substantial amount of money was 
offered” and that the $100,000 figure 
mentioned by Schweiker was "in the 
ballpark.” However, Church said his 
panel had heard differing testimony on 
the exact sum offered. He said, “ I 
wouldn’t like to verify the amount” 
without first checking com m ittee 
records. 
A source reading from notes he took 
during testimony by those involved in 
the plot said “at least one” witness 
cited the $100,000 figure. 
Another 
source said the $100,000 figure “would 
not be inaccurate.”

Cornforth received his half of the 
$143,000 chemistry prize for “his work 
on the stereochemistry of enzyme-ca­ 
talyzed reactions,” the academy said. 
Prelog was cited “for his research into 
the sterochemistry of organic mole­ 
cules and reactions.” 
The Swedish Academy of Science 
awarded the three physicists equal 
shares of the $143,000 prize, citing 
them for “the discovery of the con­ 
nection between collective motion and 
particle motion in atomic nuclei and 
the development of the theory of the 
structure of the atomic nucleus based 
on this connection.” 
Rainwater, 57, is the fifth American 
to win a 1975 Nobel prize. On Tuesday 
economist Tjalling C. Koopmans of 
Yale University 
was named 
joint 
winner of the award in economics with 
I>eonid Kantorovich of the 
Soviet 
Union, and on Thursday the award in 
medicine and physiology was

Andrei Sakharov, the Soviet nuclear 
physicist and leader in the fight for 
civil rights in the Soviet Union, was 
awarded the peace prize on Oct. 9.

W ESTERVILLE, Ohio (AP) - Dr. 
Kiyoshi Tanim oto, an Am erican- 
educated Methodist m inister who 
survived the Hiroshima bombing, will 
present a documentary’ film, “Scars,” 
at a public lecture Monday at the 
Church of the Master. 
Tanimoto is making his sixth tour of 
the United States, sponsored by the 
Hiroshima Peace Center Foundation. 
His visit to to Westerville is under the 
auspices of Otterbein College. 
He escaped injury during the Aug. 6, 
1945 bombing raid when he helped a 
parishioner move some valuable 
family furniture to a suburb in an­ 
ticipation of possible fire bomb raids. 
He stooped behind a stone wall at the 
moment of the searing flash. When he 
arose, he found the city had literally 
vanished before his eyes. 


“At the end of the 1940s nuclear 
physics had advanced to a stage where 
a more detailed picture of the struc­ 
ture of the atom nucleus was beginning 
to emerge and it was possible to assess 
its properties. The models scientists 
were 
working 
with 
then 
were, 
however, fairly deficient and con­ 
tradictory to a certain extent. 
“ Some properties of the atom 
nucleus showed, however, that the 
individual nucleons definitely affect 
the behavior of the nucleus. This 
discovery, demonstrated in a scale 
model, was awarded the 1963 Nobel 
Prize in Physics.” 
Rainwater was the first to present a 
solution to the problems concerning 
the properties of 
certain 
nuclear 
matter in a brief paper published in 
April 1950. It concerned the interplay 
between nucleons. 
Bohr, working in Copenhagen at the 
Niels Bohr Institute but at that time 
visiting Columbia, had independently 
of Rainwater been thinking along the 
same lines. 
“It had been found that the nucleus 
has properties — such as marked 
aberrations from spherical symmetry 
— which could not be explained with 
the previous theories and scale 
models,” the academy said. “No one 
could give a reasonable explanation of 
the phenomenon showing how certain 
nuclei deformed until first Rainwater 
and, 
a 
month 
afterw ard 
Bohr, 
presented their independent papers on 
the interplay between nucleons. 
While Rainwater took a new tack, 
working with cyclotrons on the in­ 
terplay of neutrons in atomic nuclei, 
Bohr returned to Copenhagen and 
with Mottelson developed the vague 
ideas from the original papers in a 
famous work from 1951 in which he 


“gave a very comprehensive study of 
the coupling of oscillations of the nu­ 
clear surface to the movements of the 
individual nucleons...,” the academy 
said. 
“The conformity between theory and 
experiment was so complete that there 
could be no doubt of the accuracy of 
the theory. This gave stimulus to new 
theoretical studies, but above all to 
very many experiments....”

Dove Dispute 
To Revive 
Next Week 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A second 
legislative battle may flare before 
Ohio’s next mourning dove hunting 
season begins Nov. 14 and ends Dec. 6. 
But it isn’t expected to stop it. 
The first season, which began in 
controversy Sept. I, ended quietly 
Friday. 
The state division of wildlife said it 
didn’t believe the season attracted 
many hunters. 
But controversy could arise again 
Tuesday when the Senate considers a 
bill to prohibit the hunting of the bird. 
The House has approved the measure. 
The bill, which would not go into 
effect for 90 days after signing by the 
governor—who could veto it—would 
not affect the second season planned 
this year. 
Wildlife division spokesman James 
Schoby said he thought the average 
Ohioan didn’t really know much about 
the controversy. 
Schoby said the division ran one bag 
check on the number of birds killed 
after the first day of the season that 
showed 407 hunters had harvested 
1,019 birds. 
The division estimated that 2,575 
birds were bagged by the second day, 
when the season was halted for two 
days by Supreme Court Justice Frank 
Celebrezze. The hunt resumed later 
that week after a 6-1 decision by the 
full seven-member high court with 
Celebrezze the lone dissenter. 
The Supreme Court refused a writ of 
prohibition to stop the season pending 
a full hearing. Similar efforts were 
tried unsuccessfully in courts in Toledo 
and Youngstown.

A potentially potent new legal 
weapon has been added to the arsenal 
of Ohioans engaged in the ongoing 
battle to save the state’s natural 
streams. 
The help came in the form of a 
Hamilton County Common Pleas Court 
ruling, and confirmation by the Ohio 
Supreme 
Court 
of 
far-reaching 
language that guarantees protection to 
navigable streams. 
Richard P. Fahey, assistant at­ 
torney general for natural resources 
who argued the state’s case, called the 
decision “ a landmark which upheld 
the state’s authority to preserve the 
waters of Ohio for all the people.” 
It began in 1972 when the attorney 
general sued the Newport Concrete Co. 
of Cincinnati which had built a con­ 
crete causeway across the Little 
Miami River. The structure interfered 
with boat traffic. 
The company owned both sides of the 
river and the land under the water, 
Fahey explained, but the case cen­ 
tered on the queston of who owns the 
water and whether or not the state is 
empowered to speak for the general 
public in disputes over rights to use the 
waterway. 
The common pleas court’s ruling in 
1974 recognized public ownership of 
the water and established for the first 
time the state’s legal responsibility to 
protect citizen rights to navigable 
streams. 
Of equal significance, according to 
Fahey, was the broad language by 
which the court of appeals upheld the 
Hamilton County ruling in May of this 
year. 


In the past, he said, a stream was 
considered navigable if it was or could 
be used for commerce. The appeals 
court expanded “ commerce” to in­ 
clude recreation, noting, “ We hold that 
the modem utility of our waters by our 
citizens would require that our courts 
... consider the recreational use of such 
waters as well as the more traditional 
criteria of commercial use.” 
The court further stated that water 
is a natural resource of Ohio and 
therefore eligible for the same state 
protection that is accorded wildlife, 
minerals and the environment, Fahey 
said. 
By refusing to hear a second appeal, 
the Ohio Supreme Court upheld the 
lower court decisions, he added. 
It may take further court tests to 
clarify or amplify the full intent of the 
Hamilton County ruling, Fahey said, 
but the Newport Concrete case at least 
outlaws causeways, cattle fences, 
private dams and similar obstructions 
on navigable waterways. 
The precedent might even be ap­ 
plicable to drainage projects, Fahey 
said, if, through channelization, a 
navigable stream is widened or altered 
so as to prevent future recreational 
use. 
Citizens with complaints about 
stream obstructions are now advised 
to contact the attorney general’s office 
which, thanks to the ruling, can pro­ 
ceed on their behalf, he said.

of Cincinnati which had built a con­ 
crete causeway across the Little 
Miami River. The structure interfered 
with boat traffic. 
The company owned both sides of the 
river and the land under the water, 
Fahey explained, but the case cen­ 
tered on the queston of who owns the 
water and whether or not the state is 
empowered to speak for the general 
public in disputes over rights to use the 
waterway. 
The common pleas court’s ruling in 
1974 recognized public ownership of 
the water and established for the first 
time the state’s legal responsibility to 
protect citizen rights to navigable 
streams. 
Of equal significance, according to 
Fahey, was the broad language by 
which the court of appeals upheld the 
Hamilton County ruling in May of this 
year. 


In the past, he said, a stream was 
considered navigable if it was or could 
be used for commerce. The appeals 
court expanded “ commerce” to in­ 
clude recreation, noting, “ We hold that 
the modem utility of our waters by our 
citizens would require that our courts 
... consider the recreational use of such 
waters as well as the more traditional 
criteria of commercial use.” 
The court further stated that water 
is a natural resource of Ohio and 
therefore eligible for the same state 
protection that is accorded wildlife, 
minerals and the environment, Fahey 
said. 
By refusing to hear a second appeal, 
the Ohio Supreme Court upheld the 
lower court decisions, he added. 
It may take further court tests to 
clarify or amplify the full intent of the 
Hamilton County ruling, Fahey said, 
but the Newport Concrete case at least 
outlaws causeways, 
cattle fences, 
private dams and similar obstructions 
on navigable waterways. 
The precedent might even be ap­ 
plicable to drainage projects, Fahey 
said, if, through channelization, a 
navigable stream is widened or altered 
so as to prevent future recreational 
use. 
Citizens with complaints about 
stream obstructions are now advised 
to contact the attorney general’s office 
which, thanks to the ruling, can pro­ 
ceed on their behalf, he said.

BOSTON (AP) — It was a com­ 
bination of clutch hitting, sweet pit­ 
ching and a kiss from I^ady Luck that 
brought the Cincinnati Reds back to 
Fenway Park leading the World Series 
3-2. 
The National League champions, 
who were favored to beat the Red Sox 
in baseball’s colorful show, were lucky 
to get out of Boston alive last weekend 
and fortunate to be sitting in the 
driver’s seat this weekend. 
The Reds were one out away from 
losing Game 2 last Sunday but came 
off the critical list and rallied for the 
winning runs on a seeing-eye single by 
Dave Concepcion and a double by Ken 
Griffey. 
Happy with their great escape from 
Boston, the Reds took a 2-1 lead with 
the help of the “ collision bunt” play in 
Game 3. The infamous play not only 
knocked Boston’s sox off, but provided 


enough fuel for the whole hot stove 
league season. 
With the extraordinary game tied at 
5-5 in the 10th, the Reds had a man on 
first with nobody out and Ed Arm- 
brister, quite logically, laid down a 
sacrifice bunt.

New York City Wins Reprieve c&soe violated 


NEW YORK (AP) - New York City 
has won another lastminute reprieve 
from financial default. But officials 
say the city is still in grave trouble and 
that only federal help can ultimately 
save it from collapse. 
The city was rescued from its 
narrow est brush yet with fiscal 
disaster Friday afternoon when the 
teachers’ union relented and agreed to 
use its pension funds to help refinance 
$453 million in debt obligations which 
came due at 3 p.m. 
A complex financial plan to meet 
some $1 billion in obligations through 
November is still not firmly tied down, 
however. And in December and 
January the city faces a whopping 
total of $2.16 billion in cash shortages 
with no source of the money in sight. 
To consider possible ways the 
federal government could help with 
the post-November problem, the 
Senate Banking Committee resumes 
hearings today in Washington, with 
New Orleans Mayor Moon l^andrieu as 
the leadoff witness. Mayor Abraham 
D. Beanie is to testify 
Landrieu, 
president of the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors, criticized President Ford on 
Friday for the administration’s con­ 
tinuing opposition to providing federal 
aid to the city. 
“I find it awfully strange that there 
is strong administration support for 
economic aid to foreign countries, both 
friends and enemies, and that there 
has been administration support for 
Penn Central and other financial 
giants pleading bankruptcy,” he said. 
Throughout the crisis, Ford and his 
spokesman have emphasized the need 
for fiscal austerity by the city. 
Gov. Hugh Carey, who has put 
together one deal after another in the 
past six months to avert the city’s 
financial collapse, emerged from

Canoe Trip M ade 
To Study River 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Judge 
Douglas J. Ferguson, two assistant 
Ohio attorneys generals and another 
lawyer were to begin a canoe trip down 
the Stillwater River today in the in­ 
terest of a court case. 
The Montgomery County Common 
Pleas jurist, who is not unfamilar to 
canoes, suggested the trip as a way of 
viewing the scene involved in litigation 
he will hear. 
“There is no jury in this case, so I 
thought it would be a proper way to 
view the area we’re talking about,” the 
judge said. He said attorneys for the 
plaintiffs are lining up the canoes. 
Weather permitting, the lawyers and 
the judge were to leave West Milton in 
Miami County and travel down the riv­ 
er through Darke County and into 
Montgomery before disembarking at 
Englewood, a Dayton suburb. 
Judge Ferugson is scheduled to hear 
two lawsuits challenging the state’s 
right to designate the waterway a 
senic river. He said a visit to the river 
was necessary. 
“Under state law, there are certain 
conditions that must be met before 
they can designate a senic river,” he 
said. “I want to take a look at it to see 
if there are any impoundments or 
other obstructions.” 
The judge said he and attorneys in 
the case, which has yet to be assigned 
a trial date, were sitting in his 
chambers discussing the issues in­ 
volved when he suggested the trip. 
“I’ve done some canoeing before, 
but I don’t even own a canoe now,” 
said the jurist. 
Terry Falknor of West Milton, 
president of the Stillwater Landowners 
Association, claims the state did not 
provide adequate notice of its intent to 
provide scenic status legislation on the 
river and its m ajor tribuitary, 
Greenville Creek.’ 
Private property owners in the area 
contend the designation by Natural 
Resources Director Robert Teater 
could lead to violation of their property 
rights by canoeists, hikers and 
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picknickers. They want Teater’s order 
rescinded. 
Six other landowners filed a 
separate suit challenging the con­ 
stitutionality of the law giving the 
natural resources director the right to 
make the designation. 
They said it amounted to the taking 
of private property for public use 
without just compensation or due 
process of law. Both suits will be heard 
jointly, Ferguson said.

Secretary Carla Hills is reviving a 
previously discarded program in 
which federal funds will be used to help 
moderateincome 
Americans buy 
homes. 
Despite the unexpected strength of 
the 
nation’s 
general 
economic 
recovery, activity in the homebuilding 
industry will lag behind the general 
trend, Mrs. Hills said Friday in an­ 
nouncing the resurrection of the 
Section 235 home ownership program. 
But, she said, “I see the gradual 
recovery continuing.” 
A few hours later, her assessment 
was confirmed by a Commerce 
Department report showing that starts 
on new housing units declined during 
September by 2.2 per cent to an annual 
rate of 1.24 million units, while the 
number of new building permits issued 
climbed by 8 per cent to the highest 
level since June 1974. 
Since building perm its indicate 
future activity, and since the starts 
rate was still 6.7 per cent ahead of a 
year ago, the over-all picture sketched 
by the statistics was of a continuing 
but gradual recovery. 
“I think it’s a kind of a very mixed 
picture,” said Michael Sumichrast, 
economist for the National Association 
of Home Builders. 
The home ownership program, when 
started next spring, will allow the use 
of federal funds to subsidize home 
purchases by families earning $9,000 to 
$11,000 a year. Inflation and shortages 
of new moderately priced homes have 
nearly shut off families in that income 
range from buying houses. 
Mrs. Hills said the program will 
allow a family of four living on $10,000 
a year to buy a house with a $20,000 
mortgage at 9.5 per cent interest and 
pay only $152 per month. The gov­ 
ernment will pay the lender $59 a 
month to make up the difference 
between the family’s payment and the 
normal mortgage payment of $211 a 
month. 
She estimated the money available 
for the program will be adequate to 
subsidize 250,000 new and substantially 
rehabilitated houses. That should gen­ 
erate some 500,000 new construction- 
related jobs, she said.
